1.  All  regulations  made  previously  under  the 
“  Hospital  Act  ”  and  amendments  thereto  are 
hereby  cancelled. 

2.  For  purposes  of  computing  the  days’ 
treatment  in  respect  of  which  financial  aid  to 
hospitals  may  be  given  under  section  4  of  the 
Act,  the  following-  days’  treatment  shall  be 
excluded : — 

(a.)  For  the  care  and  treatment  of  Indians 
who  are  wards  of  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  : 

( b .)  For  the  care  and  treatment  of  any 
patient  whose  hospital  medical  record 
does  not  contain  a  written  diagnosis  and 
progress  notes,  signed  by  a  physician, 
showing  clearly  the  need  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  to  hospital  and  the  continued  hos¬ 
pital  treatment  of  such  patient,  or  whose 
need  for  hospital  treatment  is  not  shown 
clearly  by  some  other  means  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  the  Provincial  Secretary: 

(c.)  For  the  care  and  treatment  of  any  per¬ 
son  who  has  been  an  inmate  of  a  hospi¬ 
tal  as  a  patient  for  more  than  three 
hundred  consecutive  days. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  a  hospital 
as  a  patient  except  upon  order  of  the  Board  of 
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Management  or  of  some  person  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Management  for  that  purpose. 
Upon  the  admission  of  the  patient,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible,  the  attending  physician 
shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Management  a 
preliminary  diagnosis  of  the  disease  or  sus¬ 
pected  disease  from  which  such  patient  is 
suffering. 

4.  No  patient  shall  leave  a  hospital  until 
discharged  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  or  of  some  person  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Management  for  that  purpose,  and 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  no  discharge 
order  shall  be  issued  without  notice  from  the 
attending  physician  that  the  patient  is  fit  for 
discharge.  In  the  case  of  any  patient  the 
Board  of  Management  or  the  Chief  Executive 
may  require  the  attending  physician  to  submit 
at  any  time  a  written  statement  as  to  whether 
the  patient  is  fit  for  discharge,  and,  in  the 
event  of  the  opinion  of  the  attending  physician 
being  that  the  patient  is  not  fit  for  dischai’ge, 
the  statement  shall  contain  the  reasons  of  the 
attending  physician  for  considering  that  such 
patient  should  remain  longer  in  hospital.  If, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
such  report  and  the  medical  record  of  the 
patient  do  not  show  that  he  requires  to  remain 
longer  in  hospital,  the  Board  of  Management 
may  dischai’ge  such  patient.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  tke  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
